In
one corner of this hole wis fixed a meter, which,
from what we are abon' to mention, mast have hoen
supplied with a difforent guality of gas from that
now naed in this clty,

Early this morning the strong odor gave notice
that there wan a leak somewhere, and & mMan was
Bont into the snb-cellar to examine, Of conrse he
needed o light, and of course he st onoe strock a
mateh—presto, up went the floor, Mr. Man, candies,
oakew, shelves, abe, : and what only & few momaents
before was o neatly arranged store was turned luto
KR utate of confuston. Mr. Man went as high as the
ceiling of the place, hut being somewhat portly,
Was unable to get through.  On the downward track
e struck A pan of what the juvenlies ¢ “Yaller
Jaek, " and 1t stuck to him, thereby prevénting his
sustaining any serlons injurfes.
